The Academy of Russia is an illustrioas 
literary society of St. Petersburg, founded by 
the Empress Oatherine II. in 1778. Lately 
the institution elected Bryant and Longfellow 
honorary members. The value of this honor 
may be estimated when it is known that only 
Tennyson, of Kogiand, has been thus distin- 
guished from that country. France has no 
representative. Should these gentlemen visit 
Russia, this hogorary membership entitles 
them to be treated with honors due noblemen 
of the firstrank.

Tn fixing 
the basis of taxation there was a difference 
of opinion Some. wished to make popula- 
tion the basis, while others preferred as that 
basis the relative valtie of real estate, which 
latter idea prevailed in consequence of differ- 
ences of opinion among those who favoted 
the former. It was the @iffurence of opinion 
among those who favored the basia of popu- 
lation which brought out clearly the thought 
in reference to the effect of education upon 
the productiveness of labor. Mr. Stephens, 
in his admirable History of the United States 
recently publighed, gtxes thé whole matter in 
a form so clear and iatelligible that we can- 
not forego the pleasure of quoting the 
passage entire. Hegays: “In the meantime 
it was discovered that the basis fixed upon in 
their articles of union for the quotas of the 
States respectively was not a just one, Th 
basis was the relative value of real estate in 
the several States, This value was by no 
means uniform, The proper basis, it was 
thought, was the relative population of the 
States.“

original idea in 1776 when the articles of 
union were first brought forward. Bn a 
difficulty arose in the discussion, whic3 caused 
its abandonment at that ume.

tutes that can be successfully established in 
our midst, if we would carry tothe highest 
possible degree of benefit our system of 
agriculture, which, as we have said, is our 
chief resource after all, the only sure road to 
these results lies through the moral and intel 
lectual elevation of our entire people by means 
of education, Let intelligent men every- 
where ponder these thoughts, and give an 
earnest support to the efforts now being made 
by our State authorities in behalf of universal
